Tropical Storm Isaac bears 
down in the Caribbean 




ened as it passed over the Do¬ 
minican Republic and 
vulnerable Haiti yesterday, 
threatening to bring punishing 
rains but unlikely to gain 
enough steam to strike as a 
hurricane. 

Forecasters now expect the 
storm to stay below hurricane 
force until it reaches the Gulf 
of Mexico, staying to the west 
of Tampa, Florida, where the 
Republican National Conven¬ 
tion starts on Monday, though 
there is still an outside chance 
it could hit there. 

Forecaster Eric Blake of the 
U.S. National Hurricane Cen¬ 
ter said it is “too early to 
know” the storm’s exact

U.S. landfall near the Ala- 
bama-Mississippi border. 

In Haiti, the government 
and international aid groups 
evacuated several thousand 
people from one of the settle¬ 
ment camps that sprang up in 
the aftermath of the 2010 
earthquake. 

In flood-prone Haiti, Prime 
Minister Laurent Lamothe 
urged people to avoid crossing 
rivers, to tape their windows, 
and to stay calm, saying “panic 
creates more problems.”

2010 earthquake.

11 hit in Empire State Buiiding 
shoot-out

Colo, suspect James Holmes 
made threat in March 


Newly filed court records al¬ 
lege that the man accused of 
opening fire on a Colorado 
movie theater in July told a 
classmate he wanted to kill 
people four months before the 
shooting. Prosecutors made 
the contention in a motion re¬ 
leased yesterday. They are 
seeking access to James 
Holmes’ records from the Uni¬ 
versity of Colorado Denver’s 
neuroscience graduate pro¬ 
gram. 

Prosecutors wrote that 
Holmes left the program in 
June after also making unspec¬ 
ified threats to a professor that 
month and failing his year-end 
final. 

Holmes’ attorneys argue that 
prosecutors should have no ac¬ 


cess to his student records. The 
papers they filed in response to 
prosecutors do not address the 
allegations of threats. 

Holmes is charged with 
killing 12 and wounding 58 
during the July 20 attack on a 
midnight showing of ’’The 
Dark Knight Rises” in Aurora, 
Colorado.Holmes’ defense 
lawyer, Daniel King, has said 
Holmes is mentally ill, setting 
up a possible insanity defense. 

But arguments at a hearing 
Thursday by Chief Deputy Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Karen Pearson 
revealed a possible motive: 
Holmes’ anger that he was fail¬ 
ing at school, ”at the same time 
he’s buying an enormous 
amount of ammunition, body 
armor and explosives.” 


NEW YORK (AFP) - A laid- 
off designer of women’s acces¬ 
sories gunned down a former 
co-worker outside New York’s 
Empire State Building before 
being killed by police in a rush 
hour shoot-out yesterday that 
wounded nine others. 

None of the nine injured in 
the horrific, but brief shooting 
outside the iconic skyscraper 
risked dying. Police Commis¬ 
sioner Ray Kelly told a news 
conference. 

The FBI quickly ruled out 
terrorism, a constant worry for 
New York’s authorities. 

Kelly identified the gunman 
as Jeffrey Johnson, a ’’disgrun¬ 
tled former worker” from a 
women’s apparel business 
called Hazan Imports. His age 
was originally given as 53 but 
later corrected to 58. 

’’Johnson had been em¬ 
ployed for six years at Hazan 
Imports as a designer of 
women’s accessories. During a 
downsizing at the company

about a year ago Johnson was 
laid off,” Kelly said. 

At about 9:00 am, just 
when the streets around the 
Empire State Building were 
filling with office workers and 
tourists, Johnson went to his 
former workplace and had an 
argument with an employee 
identified by US media as vice 


president of sales Steven Er- 
colino. 

Johnson produced a pistol 
and fired at close range, strik¬ 
ing his 41-year-old victim in 
the head,” Kelly said.Kelly 
said the man used a .45 caliber 
handgun with a magazine ca¬ 
pacity of eight rounds and fired 
three shots. 


Ecuador demands 'public apology' 
from Britain over Assange 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Ecuador yesterday demanded a 
’’public apology” from Britain 
for allegedly threatening to 
enter the Ecuadoran embassy 
in London to arrest WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange. 

Ecuadoran Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Ricardo Patino condemned 


Britain for what he called the 
’’assault on our sovereignty” 
during a debate before the Or¬ 
ganization of American States. 

The meeting of the 34- 


member regional body was 
convened at Ecuador’s request 
to consider a resolution rejec¬ 
ting any attempt to put at risk 
its embassy’s ’’inviolability.” 


Hospital: Swiss lab to analyse Arafat 
remains for poisoning 


GENEVA (AFP) - A Swiss ra¬ 
diology lab said yesterday it 
has received the go-ahead 
from the widow of Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat to test his 
remains for poisoning by polo¬ 
nium, a highly radioactive ele¬ 
ment. 

Darcy Christen, a spokes¬ 
man for the lab at the Lausanne 
University Hospital Centre, 
told AFP they were waiting for 
a formal lawyer’s letter before 
travelling to Ramallah to carry 
out the probe. 

’’Time is of the essence, you 
could say it’s a question of 
weeks, not months, because 
the traceability of polonium di¬ 
minishes by half every 138 
days,” Christen said, noting 
that this has occurred 20 times 
since Arafat died aged 75 on 
November 11, 2004. 

The Palestinian Authority 
also approved the probe, which 
was requested by Palestinian 
president Mahmud Abbas after 


a media investigation found el¬ 
evated levels of polonium on 
some of Arafat’s belongings, 
including clothing he wore be¬ 
fore he died at a military hos¬ 
pital outside Paris. 

A statement from French 
lawyers acting for Arafat’s 
widow Suha Arafat and their 
daughter Zawra welcomed the 
authority’s comments. 

”We are glad that the posi¬ 
tion of the Palestinian Autho¬ 
rity is to accept the exhumation 
of the body of Yasser Arafat,” 
Pierre-Olivier Sur and Jessica 
Finelle wrote. 

’’However, we consider that 
this act of enquiry should be in 
coordination with the French 
investigating system... which 
should appoint an investigating 
judge to conduct the necessary 
enquiries,” the statement said. 

It added that such an ap¬ 
pointment must be made ’’very 
quickly: it is a matter of weeks 
or even days from now.” 


In the West Bank city of 
Ramallah, where Arafat is 
buried, Tawfiq Tirawi, head of 
the Palestinian committee 
probing his death, told AFP 
yesterday that he had ’’not so 
far been officially informed” of 
a decision by the Swiss lab. 

French doctors had offered 
no explanation for Arafat’s 
death, and many Palestinians 
believe he was poisoned by Is¬ 
rael, which denies the allega¬ 
tions.

Breivik rejects 'illegitimate' 
court but says won't appeal 


OSLO (AFP) - Norway's 
mass-killer Anders Behring 
Breivik yesterday dismissed 
his sentence of 21 years by 
declaring the Oslo court "ille¬ 
gitimate", but also said he 
would not appeal against the 
jail term. 

Asked by the presiding 
judge whether he would ap¬ 
peal, he reiterated his earlier 
stance that "I do not recog¬ 
nise this court because you 
received your mandate from 
political parties that support 
multiculturalism." 

He added, "I would like to 
end with a statement of re¬ 
gret. I would like to apologise 
to all militant nationalists in 
Norway and in Europe for 
not having killed more peo¬ 
ple," but he was cut off mid¬ 
sentence by presiding judge 
Wenche Elizabeth Arntzen 
who, visibly irritated, si¬ 
lenced his microphone. 

"This is not the point to 
address anyone outside this 
courtroom," she said. "You 
have to address me. I asked 


you a question. I interpret 
you as saying that you take 
time to consider..." 

"I do not take time to con¬ 
sider," Breivik shot back de¬ 
fiantly. After a brief chat, his 
defence lawyer confirmed 
that Breivik would not chal¬ 
lenge his sentence, spelling 
the end of the trial. 

The rightwing extremist - 
- who targeted the centre-left 
government and a Labour 
Party youth movement be¬ 
cause of their support for 
multiculturalism — had 
stressed before his micro¬ 
phone was cut: "In my view 
this sentence and judgement 
is illegitimate. 

"At the same time I cannot 
appeal against the judgement 
because by appealing I would 
legitimise the court," he said. 

The man who killed 77 
people last year in a bomb 
and shooting rampage told 
Arntzen and her panel: "You 
have sided with the multicul¬ 
tural majority in parliament." 


ALEPPO (AFP) - The number 
of refugees fleeing civil war in 
Syria has surged to over 
200,000, the UN said yester¬ 
day, as fighter jets and tanks 
reportedly unleashed deadly 
new raids in hotspots across 
the country. 

Western powers are fo¬ 
cused on tightening the screws 
on President Bashar al-Assad 
while the 17-month conflict 
grinds on with neither govern¬ 
ment forces nor rebels able to 
claim decisive gains on the 
battlefield. 

Warplanes and artillery 
again pounded the northern 
hub of Aleppo and at least 21 
civilians were killed in an air 
strike and shelling in the east¬ 
ern town of Mayadin, a watch¬ 
dog said. 

The Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights said August is 
already the deadliest single 
month of the conflict with 
more than 4,000 people killed 
in barely three weeks, and an 
overall death toll of around 
24,500. 

Thousands of Syrians took 
to the streets after weekly 
Muslim prayers, calling for 
Assad’s downfall but also 


protesting at the lack of action 
by the international commu¬ 
nity. 

The West is nevertheless 
ramping up the pressure, with 
Washington and London 
threatening possible action if 
Damascus uses its chemical 
weapons although Moscow 
has told them not to meddle in 
Syria’s internal affairs. 

France also said it backed a 
partial no-fly zone over Syria, 
where the regime is intensify¬ 
ing its attacks from the air as 
it battles to stamp out rebel 
strongholds in Aleppo and 
pockets of resistance in the 
capital Damascus. 

Syria’s only regional Iran 
said it will submit a proposal 
for ending the conflict at a 
Non-Aligned Movement sum¬ 
mit next week, saying it in¬ 
cluded "all parties" but giving 
no further details. 

France and Germany also 
said they are pushing for Secu¬ 
rity Council action on the hu¬ 
manitarian crisis gripping 
much of the country, where the 
UN says over one million are 
homeless and a total of 2.5 
million in need of help. 

The UN refugee agency 


said the flow of refugees flee¬ 
ing the fighting had jumped, 
with 202,500 people register¬ 
ing in neighbouring countries. 

Neighbouring Lebanon 
was rattled again by new fight¬ 
ing yesterday between rival 
pro-and anti-Assad communi¬ 
ties in the northern city of 
Tripoli, with 14 people killed 
since Monday, adding to fears 
of a spillover of the Syria con¬ 
flict. 

In the day’s bloodiest single 
attack in Syria, 21 people in¬ 
cluding 12 women and a child 
were killed in an air and ar¬ 
tillery strike in Mayadin that 
levelled at least one residential 
building. Observatory head 
Rami Abdel Rahman told AFR 

The Observatory has a net¬ 
work of activists on the 
ground but its information 
cannot be independently con¬ 
firmed.

US court rejects graphic 
cigarette warnings 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US 
court on Friday shot down or¬ 
ders to slap graphic anti-smok¬ 
ing messages on cigarette 
packs, saying the government 
overstepped its authority by 
trying to "browbeat" smokers 
into quitting. 

In line with campaigns in 
several other nations, the 
United States planned from 
September 22 to require images 
on cigarette packs including a 
man smoking through a hole in 
his throat and a body with chest 
staples on an autopsy table. 

In a 2-1 decision, the US 
Court of Appeals in Washing¬ 
ton said that the images 
planned on cigarette packs 
were not necessarily false but 
they went beyond "pure at¬ 
tempts to eonvey information 
to eonsumers." 

Tobaeeo eompanies had 
filed suit against the Food and 
Drug Administration, saying 
that the eigarette warnings vio¬ 


lated the US Constitution’s 
First Amendment whieh pro¬ 
hibits any law that restriets 
freedom of speeeh. 

Judge Janiee Rogers Brown 
wrote that the government "ean 
eertainly require that eonsumers 
be fully informed about the 
dangers of hazardous produets." 

"But this ease raises novel 
questions about the seope of 
the government’s authority to 
foree the manufaeturer of a 
produet to go beyond making 
purely faetual and aeeurate 
eommereial diselosures and 
undermine its own eeonomie 
interest," she wrote. 

Brown said the eourt faeed 
the question of how mueh lee¬ 
way to grant the government 
"to eonvey the state’s subjeetive 

- and perhaps even ideologieal 

— view that eonsumers should 
rejeet this otherwise legal, but 
disfavored, produet.’’ 

Brown pointed to the Food 
and Drug Administration’s own

statement last year when an- 
nouneing the warnings that 
every paek of eigarettes would 
beeome "a mini-billboard" for 
its message. 

The judge also said that the 
ageney did not suffieiently 
prove that the graphie warnings 
would reduee rates of smoking. 

The issue eould end up in 
the US Supreme Court. The ap¬ 
peals eourt was upholding a 
lower eourt deeision, but a sep¬ 
arate beneh in Cineinnati said 
in Mareh that the legislation 
that paved the way for the 
warnings was eonstitutional. 

Friday’s ruling eame nine 
days after global tobaeeo firms 
lost a similar ease in Australia, 
where the High Court upheld 
laws requiring that tobaeeo 
produets be sold in drab, uni¬ 
form paekaging with graphie 
health warnings. 


Beware of summer 
heat dangers 



As the hot summer continues, beware of heat-related 
illnesses and take these simple precautions necessary 
to preventing them: When outdoors, make sure to drink 
plenty of fluids, especially water.

Nearly half of young Swedes believe 
cancer contagious: study 


(AFP) - Nearly half of 
Swedes aged between 16 and 
20 think cancer is a conta¬ 
gious disease, according to a 
study by a Swedish charity 
supporting young patients. 

Ung Cancer found that 44 
percent of young people 
thought that leukaemia could 
be transmitted via contact 
with someone’s blood. 

"We didn’t think their 
knowledge would be great but 
certain figures shocked us," 
said Ung Cancer’s secretary 
general Julia Mjoemstedt. 

"For example, only one 
percent knew that a vaccine is 
available against the humnan 
papillomavirus which can 
cause cervical cancer. It’s ter¬ 
rifying." 

Only a fraction of people 


(0.07 percent) knew that 
drinking alcohol is a risk fac¬ 
tor in getting cancer, although 
70 percent did know about 
the dangers of smoking. 

The charity said it would 


"work to increase the level of 
knowledge." 

A total of 945 people 
across 13 high schools were 
interviewed for the study.

Facebook unveils speedier 
app for iPhone, iPad 
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(AFP) - Facebook unveiled a 
new mobile app Thursday for 
its users on Apple iPhone and 
iPad, saying it would speed 
up the performance of people 
accessing the world's biggest 
social network. 

The new app is "a major 
update to the Facebook for 
iOS rebuilt from the ground 
up, to focus on one thing, per¬ 
formance," said Facebook 
product manager Mick John¬ 
son. 

Johnson told AFP that 
those using the app on Apple 
devices would be able to per¬ 
form many functions "twice 
as fast" including opening the 
application, scrolling through 
their newsfeed and opening a 
photo. 

"We kept the visual layout 
pretty much the same," he 
said. "The focus of this was 
performance." 


Facebook made other im¬ 
provements to help make its 
app more user-friendly, John¬ 
son said. 

"We saw many people 
using Facebook for iPhone 
one-handed," he said, so the 
developers made it easier to 
do certain things such as 
opening or closing a photo by 
swiping the screen with one's 
thumb. 

The new version of the 
app for iPad will also allow 
users to create a "timeline" 
which can be done on Face- 
book in other versions. 

The Facebook 5.0 app will 
be compatible with versions 
4.3 and newer of the Apple 
mobile operating system. 

Facebook has some 500 
million mobile users, but the 
company does not break 
down statistics for those using 
specific operating systems.

The daring raid eomes as 
Russia takes the lead from 
other Aretie energy powers in 
exploiting previously un- 
touehed territory for what is 
believed to be one of the 
world's largest holdings of re- 
eoverable oil and natural gas. 

Gazprom's independent 
projeet is due to kiek off next 
year just as fellow state oil 
firm Rosneft begins its own 
initial explorations with new 
partner ExxonMobil.

Spain denies negotiations 
on sovereign rescue 


MADRID (AFP) - Spain’s 
government denied yesterday 
that it had entered negotiations 
for a sovereign rescue, which 
would make it the largest vic¬ 
tim so far of the eurozone cri¬ 
sis. 

Deputy Prime Minister So- 
raya Saenz de Santamaria re¬ 
peated to journalists a denial 
issued earlier in the day in 
Brussels by a spokesman for 
European Commissioner for 
the euro Olli Rehn. 

The spokesman, Simon O’¬ 
Connor, told a news confer¬ 
ence there was only one 
program being implemented 
for Spain, referring to a 100- 
billion-euro ($ 124 billion) 
banking rescue loan from the 
eurozone. 

’’There are no negotiations 
under way for any other sort of 


program for Spain,” he said. 

After reading out that state¬ 
ment in a Madrid news confer¬ 
ence, the Spanish deputy 
premier added: ”I confirm it.” 

O’Connor said in Brussels, 
however, that political and 
technical talks over the crisis 
were going on all the time with 
Spain, which has the euro¬ 
zone’s fourth largest economy. 

Spain’s economy is more 
than twice the combined size 
of those of Ireland, Greece and 
Portugal, the three eurozone 
countries to have received 
bailouts to date. 

Investors increasingly be¬ 
lieve that Spain will be forced 
to request a bailout for its 
economy as Madrid struggles 
to borrow money on the inter¬ 
national markets at affordable 
rates.

Shareholders get $3.2 bln if Heineken 
offer is approved 


SINGAPORE (AFP) - Singa¬ 
pore conglomerate Fraser and 
Neave (F&N) said yesterday it 
plans to distribute Sg$4.0 bil¬ 
lion ($3.2 billion) to share¬ 
holders if an offer by Dutch 
firm Heineken to buy its stake 
in a brewery is approved. 

F&N shareholders are due 
to vote at an extraordinary gen¬ 
eral meeting (EGM) on 
whether they are in favour of 
Heineken’s revised Sg$5.6 bil¬ 
lion offer for F&N’s stake in 
Asia Pacific Breweries (APB), 
the maker of Tiger Beer. 


BERLIN (AFP) - Chancellor

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Renowned herpetologist R. Andrew Odum delivers lecture 
on the endangered Aruban Cascabel

Officials of Aruba’s Arikok 
National Park and the Uni¬ 
versity of Aruba were pleased 
to host an informative lecture 
by Curator of Herpetology 
for the Toledo Zoo, R. An¬ 
drew “Andy” Odum and 
Species Coordinator of the 
Toledo Zoological Society. 
Mr. Odum has long been a 
champion of rescuing the en¬ 
demic Aruban rattlesnake, 
Crotalus unicolor, the unique 
cascabel. Since 1980 he has 
been instrumental in provid¬ 
ing interest and support for 
preserving another endan¬ 
gered species. 

Mr. Odum was visiting to 
arrange to transport of some 
cascabel to the Toledo Zoo 
for study and preservation of 
their line, as part of the 
Species Survival Plan (SSP) 
which began first with the 


Association of Zoos and 
Aquariums (AZA.) SSP is an 
in-situ plan, aimed at preserv¬ 
ing different species within 
their natural environment. An 
integral part of this is main¬ 
taining species diversification 
with snakes bred in captivity, 
allowing them to be intro¬ 
duced into the wild if casca¬ 
bel numbers drop too low for 
them to avoid extinction. 

Mr. Odum gave a history 
of the early days of the proj¬ 
ect, when study teams ven¬ 
tured into Aruba’s wild areas 
to study the cascabel and its 
habits. Dedicated researchers 
mapped their territories by 
catching them and inserting 
radio transmitters, as well as 
studying their eating habit. 
Snakes are generally shy 
creatures, and chance en¬ 
counters with humans are 


rare, but will certainly be 
more frequent as the island 
population grows and hous¬ 
ing developments encroach 
on their habitats. 

All snakes on Aruba, even 
the invasive boa constrictor, 
do serve a useful purpose as 
they help control vermin, 
such as mice and rats. These 
small mammals increase in 
number with an increase in 
human presence, as it pro¬ 
vides them with rich feeding 
grounds; this will also attract 
the snakes to human develop¬ 
ments, as their favorite food 
is more readily available. 
48.5% of a cascabel’s diet is 
these small mammals. They 
also consume a large number 
of the Aruba Whip-tail lizard, 
the bright blue kododo, and 
other lizards, which account 
for 42.4% of their intake, the 
remaining 9.1% are birds. 

The early studies resulted 
in several benefits for Aruba, 
including improved training 
at the hospital for treating 
snakebite and the gift of anti¬ 
venoms to be kept in stock. 
Intensive studies in 2001 and 
2004 provided impetus for 
the creation of the Arikok 
Park, and the data of the 
snake territories helped estab¬ 
lished its borders. Mr. Odum 
participated in all of these, 
along with a coterie of inter¬ 
nationally renowned her¬ 
petologists and a team of 
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with Indra Zandaam and Diego Marques of PNA 



local volunteers 
passionate about 
preserving 
Aruba’s ecology. 

Based upon the 
early studies, a 
preservation pro¬ 
gram was drafted. 

However, the ar¬ 
rival and prolifer¬ 
ation of boa 
constrictors, first 
spotted around 
2000, has pre¬ 
sented new ques¬ 
tions and areas of 
study, which they 
have pursued with 
vigor over the 
past seven years. 

“Being an is¬ 
land,” explained 
Mr. Odum, “we 
can assume that 
any fauna on 
Aruba is actually 
a non-native 
species.” Goats, 
sheep, owls, igua¬ 
nas, rabbits, 
geckos, mice, and rats where 
transported to Aruba, either 
intentionally or unknowingly. 
Rats, mice and lizards could 
easily come off the many 
ships and small boats that 
called in port, or rabbits and 
iguanas brought live, to be 
used as food. 

“The boa project team are 
the scientific fighters against 
the boa,” he stated, “boas 
must be managed with facts, 
not perceptions.” The com¬ 
munity must use accurate in¬ 
formation and intelligence to 
“fight the invader.” He also 
stated his belief that eventu¬ 
ally, in time, a sort of equilib¬ 
rium will very likely be 
reached, and it not realistic to 
expect the boa to be com¬ 
pletely eliminated from the 
island ecology. “Studying a 
creature one learns to appre¬ 
ciate and admire it,” he ob¬ 
served. He described the boa 
as beautiful snake, and not 
the least aggressive; very 
calm when being handled by 
humans. “It is understand¬ 
able why it make a good pet.” 


He also reminded the audi¬ 
ence that he is also known as 
“The Crazy Snake Guy.” 

In August of 2008 the first 
National Congress for the 
Preservation of Aruban 
Wildlife, WildAruba, took 
place. They issued an in- 
depth report of findings and 
recommendations, which can 
be viewed online. A 
WildAruba II is scheduled 
August 19-21, 2013. Infor¬ 
mation about the upcoming 
congress, updates on the sta¬ 
tus of Aruba fauna and their 
preservation, can be found at 
the website:

Mr. Odum completed his 
lecture with the good news 
that presently, the rattlesnake 
population appears stable. 
Habitats and behavior appear 
to differ sufficiently between 
the boas and cascabel allow¬ 
ing them to coexist; but they 
will continue to monitor the 
situation.

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French intellectuals 
question goal to 
eradicate prostitution 


PARIS (AFP) - Some of 
France’s leading intellectuals 
have poured scorn on the gov¬ 
ernment’s goal of eradicating 
prostitution. 

Writing in the weekly po¬ 
litical magazine Le Nouvel 
Observateur, a collection of 
academics, artists and writers 
suggest efforts to get rid of the 
world’s oldest profession are 
bound to fail and question 
whether the Socialist admin¬ 
istration should even be try¬ 
ing. 

Naj at Vallaud-B elkacem, 
the minister for women, 
caused a stir in June when she 
announced the new govern¬ 
ment would attempt to end the 
sale of sex. 

Responding, the intellectu¬ 
als said any move to liberate 
women from sexual slavery or 
the clutches of organised 
crime would be welcome. 

But they argued that talk of 
’’abolishing” prostitution was 
based on ’’two debatable as¬ 
sumptions: that charging for 
sex is an affront to women’s 
dignity and that all prostitutes 
are all victims of their bastard 
clients.” 

They added: ”A women 


who prostitutes herself, 
whether she does so occasion¬ 
ally or full-time, is not neces¬ 
sarily a victim of male 
oppression. 

’’And the clients are not all 
horrible predators or sexual 
obsessives who treat the 
woman as disposable objects.” 

Among the signatories to 
the article were philosopher 
Elisabeth Badinter, writer 
Regine Desforges and film¬ 
maker Claude Lanzmann. 

As things stand, prostitution 
in itself is not a crime in 
France but various connected 
activities, including advertis¬ 
ing sex for sale, procuring 
someone for sex and running 
a brothel, are. 

Vallaud-Belkacem is con¬ 
sidering the introduction of 
new measures to target the 
clients of prostitutes. 

But the intellectuals believe 
that criminalising clients will 
only force prostitution even 
more underground, making 
the women involved more 
vulnerable to exploitation by 
pimps. 

’’The road to hell is paved 
with good intentions,” they 
warn. 


Disgraced Galliano 
stripped of France's 
top honour 



PARIS (AFP) - Disgraced 
British designer John Galliano 
has been stripped of the Le¬ 
gion d’Honneur, the top 
French medal he was awarded 
in 2009 for services to haute 
couture. 

Galliano, 51, will no longer 
have the right to wear the 
medal following its with¬ 
drawal under a decree signed 
by President Francois Hol- 
lande which was published in 
France’s official journal yes¬ 
terday. 


The former artistic director 
of fashion house Dior was 
convicted last year of hurling 
anti-Semitic insults at patrons 
of a Paris bar. 

Galliano blamed the out¬ 
burst on drink and drug prob¬ 
lems and went into rehab for 
two months. He has since kept 
a low profile, but recent un¬ 
confirmed reports suggest he 
is considering moving to Los 
Angeles. 

Dior have replaced him with 
Belgian designer Raf Simons.

BERLIN (AFP) - Former 
middleweight ehampion 
Arthur Abraham admits he has 
a point to prove when he ehal- 
lenges world super mid¬ 
dleweight belt-holder Robert 
Stieglitz today. 

Abraham, 32, is faeing re¬ 
tirement if he loses the world 
title bout in Berlin. 

Having held the IBF mid¬ 
dleweight belt from 2005 to 


2009, Abraham made 10 sue- 
eessful defenees before losing 
three of his four bouts during 
the Super Six super-mid¬ 
dleweight bouts when he 
stepped up a division. 

Having fought his way baek 
to elaim the European WBO 
super-middleweight title ear¬ 
lier this year, Abraham takes 
on eompatriot Stieglitz for the 
world erown and says he will 


let his fists do the talking. 

"Aetions speak louder than 
words and I am going to an¬ 
swer all questions inside the 
ring,” he said as he looks to 
live up to his ’King Arthur’ 
moniker with a reeord of 27 
knoek-outs in 34 wins and 
three defeats. 

’’From this point onwards, 
every fight is going to be a last 
ehanee for me. But I will grab 
it with both hands. No matter 
if the fight goes the distanee or 
not -1 will prove a point.” 

Stieglitz will be defending his 
title for the seventh time having 
first won it three years ago. 

”I feel great and I am going 
to defend my title,” said the 
31-year-old ehampion, who 
boasts 23 knoek-outs in 42 
wins with two defeats. 

”My preparations have been 
going extremely well.” 

The fight promises to be in¬ 
teresting: Stieglitz has great 
teehnique, but Abraham is 
known for his powerful 
punehes. 

Germany’s WBA super- 
middleweight and IBF mid¬ 
dleweight title-holder Felix 
Sturm has said he will fight the 
winner of today’s bout.

BERLIN (AFP) - Defending 
ehampions Borussia Dort¬ 
mund kieked off the 50th sea¬ 
son of the Bundesliga on 
Friday with a 2-1 home win 



over Werder Bremen thanks to 
goals from Germany stars 
Mareo Reus and Mario 
Goetze. 

Dortmund and Bremen 
eontested the first Bundesliga 
mateh baek in 1963 and it was 
the same pair who opened the 
2012/13 season on Friday 
night at Borussia’s sold-out 
Signal Iduna Park Stadium in 
front of 80,645 speetators. 

New signings opened the 
seoring for both elubs as Reus 
fired home in the first-half for 
Dortmund, while Bremen’s 
Czeeh Republie defender 


Theodor Gebre Selassie 
headed the equaliser 15 min¬ 
utes from time. 

But Goetze grabbed the 
winner for the hosts just three 
minutes after eoming off the 
beneh. 

’’The way it happened did¬ 
n’t impress me or a few others, 
but the most important thing 
was to start with the three 
points,” said Dortmund de¬ 
fender Mats Hummels. 

Reus said he was just de¬ 
lighted to have made his 
debut. 

”I had goosebumps when I 
ran out and I am happy that I 
am now a Dortmund player,” 
said the 23-year-old. 

Dortmund last lost in the 
league almost a year ago when 
they suffered a 2-1 defeat at 
Hanover on September 18, 
2011, and this was their 29th 
game without losing in the 
Bundesliga. 

They are just seven 
matehes short of Hamburg’s 
reeord of 36 matehes set be¬ 
tween 1982 and 1983.

Cycling: Ullrich tight- 
lipped about being 
handed Tour wins 



BERLIN (AFP) - German cyclist Jan Ullrich on Friday re¬ 
fused to specuiate about whether he wouid be handed 
three of the seven Tour de France tities won by US rider 
Lance Armstrong that may now be withdrawn over dop¬ 
ing claims. "I'm not thinking about these titles. I don't 
know the details of the process. I'm proud of my second- 
place finishes," the 1997 Tour winner said of his runner- 
up spots behind the American in 2000, 2001 and 2003. 
Uiirich was speaking after the US Anti-Doping Agency 
(USADA) said Armstrong would be banned for life and 
stripped of all of his titles following his decision to aban¬ 
don a case against drug charges that have tainted his 
iegacy. Last February, Uiirich was suspended for two 
years for a doping vioiation reiated to a Spanish poiice 
investigation into an iiiegai performance-enhancing drug 
network and all his results after May 2005 were annulled. 
Another German cyclist, Andreas Kloeden could also re¬ 
place Armstrong as Tour winner for the 2004 edition, 
after he finished runner-up. But Kioeden has aiso been 
accused of doping in 2009 by experts tasked by the Uni¬ 
versity of Freiburg to probe the work of two doctors in 
charge of medical support for the T-Mobile team in 2006.

PARIS (AFP) - Athletes with 
intellectual disabilities are 
competing at the Paralympics 
for the first time in 12 years, 
after an embarrassing scandal 
involving Spain’s basketball 
team. 

Three sports at the Games 
in the British capital are open 
to intellectual disability (ID) 
athletes — athletics, swimming 
and table tennis — following 
the introduction of stricter cri¬ 
teria for participation. 

The categories were 
dropped for the last two 
Games in Athens and Beijing 
after 10 members of the gold¬ 
winning Spanish basketball 
team in Sydney in 2000 were 
told to hand back their medals 
because several players had no 
intellectual disability. 

A journalist who played for 
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the side claimed afterwards 
that ”at least 15 of the 200- 
strong Spanish (Paralympics) 
team had no physical or men¬ 
tal handicap” and that many 
participating countries had 
also selected non-disabled ath¬ 
letes. 

The president of the Inter¬ 
national Paralympic Commit¬ 
tee, Philip Green, said he was 
satisfied with new eligibility 
criteria drawn up by the Inter¬ 
national Sports Federation for 
Persons with Intellectual Dis¬ 
ability (INAS-FID) to prevent 
a repeat. 

The re-introduction is a 
boost for ID athletes and the 
federations that represent 
them, who have struggled to 
gain as much recognition — 
and funding — as other para- 
sports. 

Of the 4,200 athletes ex¬ 
pected at the Games, there will 


Indeed, Armstrong has argued 
that at least some of the wit¬ 
nesses who have implicated 
him can’t be trusted as they are 
themselves admitted dope 
cheats. 

Former teammate Floyd 
Landis, who finally admitted 
doping years after he was 
stripped of his 2006 Tour de 
France title, accused Arm¬ 
strong of systematic doping, 
helping trigger a federal gov¬ 
ernment probe of Armstrong 
and others. 

That investigation ended in 
February with no criminal 
charges brought, but it appar¬ 
ently provided further impetus 
to US ADA’s probe of the cy¬ 
clist. 

US ADA said it also had 
blood tests taken from 2009- 
2010, when Armstrong briefly 
came out of retirement to com¬ 
pete internationally again, that 
were ’’fully consistent” with 
blood doping. 

Armstrong, who retired 
from cycling last year, said he 
passed hundreds of drug tests 


be some 200 ID athletes. 

Pascal Pereira-Leal, the cur¬ 
rent world number one in the 
classification at table tennis, is 
one. 

The 29-year-old says he has 
lived with a ’’psychological ill¬ 
ness” since he was a teenager 
but according to his coach, Yves 
Drapeau, his passion for table 
tennis ’’has been the solution”. 

After a number of difficult 
years, including hospital stays, 
Pereira-Leal said he returned to 
his favourite sport, which dur¬ 
ing competition makes him for¬ 
get his illness.

More so than in any sport, 
what characterises ID athletes is 
determination, say their 
coaches, who are particularly 
proud of their proteges. 

Adaptation, however, is key, 
the coaches say. Some athletes 
have difficulty understanding 
instructions or replicating 
movements. 

Like Pereira-Leal, Mandin, 
who has epilepsy and dyslexia, 
said swimming is a form of es¬ 
cape. 

Sport has helped change her 
character, from a painfully shy 
teenager lacking self-confi¬ 
dence to someone who now 
talks easily, said Sebire, who 
has coached the swimmer for 
nine years. 


during his career and adhered 
to the rules in place at the time 
of his Tour de France wins. 

Leaders of the anti-smoking 
and anti-cancer causes that 
Armstrong champions through 
his foundation rallied to his 
side, as did longtime sponsor 
Nike. 

’’Lance has stated his inno¬ 
cence and has been unwaver¬ 
ing on this position.

’’Reducing suffering and 
death from cancer is a moral 
imperative, and the Lance 
Armstrong Foundation’s con¬ 
tribution is sorely needed,” 
said John Seffrin, chief execu¬ 
tive officer of the American 
Cancer Society. 

However, World Anti-Dop¬ 
ing Agency chief John Fahey 
said Armstrong’s decision not 
to fight the charges could only 
be seen as an admission of 
guilt. 


A service centre equipped with 
15,000 spare parts for wheel¬ 
chairs and prosthetic limbs has 
been installed at the village, 
while buses are being con¬ 
verted to allow space for five 
or six wheelchairs and ramps 
widened for the 1,800 wheel¬ 
chair users.

The Paralympics are the 
biggest in the event’s 52-year 
history, involving a record 
4,200 athletes and 166 com¬ 
peting nations. 


Most of the 2.5 million 
tickets have been sold. 

The Games will nonethe¬ 
less involve a much smaller se¬ 
curity and logistical operation 
than the Olympics, with just 
3,500 military personnel on re¬ 
serve compared to 18,000 for 
the Olympics. 

A force of between 4,000 
and 5,000 private security 
guards will also be deployed, 
Deighton said. 

LOCOG chairman Sebast¬ 
ian Coe said that while the Par¬ 
alympics would undoubtedly 
be smaller than the Olympics, 
high interest in tickets re¬ 
flected public enthusiasm. 

’’We’re only really halfway 
through an extraordinary sum¬ 
mer of sport,” he said.

LONDON (AFP) - London 
2012 organisers said on Fri¬ 
day that they were on track to 
finish adjustments to the 
Olympic Park in time for the 
biggest ever Paralympic 
Games, which open next 
week. 

"The Olympic Games are 
a wonderful test event for the 
Paralympic Games," said 
Paul Deighton, chief execu¬ 
tive of organisers LOCOG. 

"We have planned for this 
two-week transition period as 
carefully as everything else 
weVe done over the past 
seven years," he told a press 
conference. "Everything's in 


great shape and I'm ab¬ 
solutely delighted." 

Deighton said alterations 
were being made to Olympic 
venues and the Athletes' Vil¬ 
lage to ensure that they are 
accessible for those taking 
part in the competition, 
which opens next Wednesday 
and runs until September 9. 

"The good news is that we 
built an accessible village 
from the start, so that actually 
alleviates the physical transi¬ 
tion of the village," he said. 
"But there have been changes 
going on."

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Lance Armstrong stripped of Tour de 
France titles 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
US anti-doping agency banned 
Lance Armstrong for life on 
Friday and stripped him of the 
record seven Tour de France ti¬ 
tles that helped him become an 
inspirational icon of US sports. 

US AD A branded Arm¬ 
strong a dope cheat a day after 
the 40-year-old Texan said he 
wouldn't pursue a bid to clear 


himself of charges that he used 
performance enhancing drugs 
to win cycling's most presti¬ 
gious race from 1999 to 2005. 

The agency laid out five 
rule violations for which Arm¬ 
strong has been sanctioned, 
saying the cancer survivor 
who became a hero to millions 
took part in a systematic dop¬ 
ing conspiracy with his then 


US Postal Service team. 

It said that, as Armstrong 
has dropped out of an arbitra¬ 
tion process, he "has received 
a lifetime period of ineligibil¬ 
ity and disqualification of all 
competitive results from Au¬ 
gust 1, 1998 through the pres¬ 
ent". 

Along with his celebrated 
haul of Tour titles Armstrong 
stands to lose the Olympic 
bronze medal he won in 2000 
along with other race titles, 
prize money and other awards. 

Armstrong, the only cyclist 
to win the Tour de France 
more than five times, had long 
vehemently denied doping ac¬ 
cusations. 

But on Thursday he said 
had grown weary of the fight 
and the strain it had put on his 
personal and professional life. 

"There comes a point in 
every man's life when he has 
to say 'enough is enough.' For 


me, that time is now," he said 
in a statement. 

The International Cycling 
Union, the sport's governing 
body based in Aigle, Switzer¬ 
land, had been fighting 
USADA for jurisdiction of 
Armstrong's case and could 
launch an appeal or fail to rec¬ 
ognize the move. 

However, USADA's state¬ 
ment made it clear they believe 
the UCI is bound by the World 
Anti-Doping Code to follow 
through on the sanctions. 

"Because Mr. Armstrong 
could have had a hearing be¬ 
fore neutral arbitrators to con¬ 
test USADA's evidence and 
sanction and he voluntarily 
chose not to do so, USADA's 
sanction is final," the agency's 
statement said. 

Armstrong, who has 
branded the USADA investi¬ 
gation "an unconstitutional 
witch hunt," had gone to court 


in a bid to block the agency's 
proceedings. 

But on Monday a federal 
judge in his hometown of 
Austin dismissed his lawsuit, 
leaving Armstrong until mid¬ 
night on Thursday to tell 
USADA whether or not he 
would seek arbitration. 

USADA maintains that 
Armstrong used banned sub¬ 
stances — including the blood- 
booster EPO, steroids and 
blood transfusions — dating 
back to 1996, and said 10 of 
his former team-mates were 
ready to testify against him. 

If the UCI confirms the 
move, it faces a potential 
headache of choosing new 
winners for the seven disputed 
tours, as a number of cyclists 
who finished behind the Amer¬ 
ican have also been implicated 
in doping scandals.
